performance  cancelled

Of  course  one  could  always 
opt  to  take  the  Dennis  Olver 
Memorial  Bus  which  will  get 
you  to  the  apartments  a little 
bit  slower.  The  bus  will  exit 
the  north  gate  and  then  pro- 
ceed north  to  the  Cathedral 
of  Mary  Our  Queen.  It  will 
then  head  south  so  it  can 
make  the  right  turn  into  the 
apartments  without  waiting 
for  traffic.  “Why  does  it  have 
to  go  to  the  cathedral?”  is 
the  question  asked  by  the 
underclassmen.

Lake  Sellinger  underway 
for  Sailing  , Scuba  Clubs

The  pond  behind  the  Loy- 
ola-Notre  Dame  Library  will 
be  dredged  to  a depth  of 
forty  feet,  and  will  he  widen- 
ed considerably  to  accomodate 
the  needs  of  Loyola's  Sailing 
and  Scuba  Clubs,  according  to 
J.  Paul  Melanson,  Vice-Presi- 
dent for  Administration  and 
Finance.  The  project  will  start 
sometime  this  summer. 

“How  wide  we  make  it 
depends  on  the  nuns,  ” 
Melanson  says.  “We’d  make 
their  whole  campus  into  a 
lake  if  we  could,  but  our 
lawyers  say  that  could  give  us 
some  legal  trouble.” 

Melanson  says  that  the  new 
lake,  to  be  called  Lake  Sellin- 
ger, in  honor  of  the  College’s 
President,  will  extend  at  least 
to  the  base  of  the  hill  at  the 
edge  of  Notre-Dame’s  campus. 

Fr.  Sellinger  has  said  that 
if  the  lake  project  is  not 
completed  by  September  3, 
19  83,  he  will  don  a Grey- 
hound costume  and  will 
doggie  paddle  across  the 
finished  portion  of  the  lake. 

In  addition  to  the  dredging, 
an  actual  coral  reef  will  be 
imported  from  the  Marianas 
Islands  in  the  Pacific  for  ex- 
ploration by  the  Scuba  Club. 
Ed  Ross,  Faculty  Advisor  of 
the  Scuba  Club,  says  he  is  re- 
lieved finally  to  have  on- 
campus  facilities.  “The  swim 


team  was  getting  touchy 
about  the  snorkels,”  he  says. 

The  Sailing  Club,  too,  is 
excited  about  having  an  on- 
campus  lake.  To  complement 
their  planned  fleet  of  eight 
sailboats,  the  club  also  hopes 
to  purchase  two  catamarans 
and  a 35-foot  yacht.  Fr. 
Sellinger  has  said  that  an 
official  college  yacht  might 
“come  in  handy.” 

This  would  be  especially 
true  if  Melanson’s  dream  of 
dredging  Charles  Street  as  an 
access  channel  to  Baltimore’s 
Inner  Harbor  becomes  a reali- 


ty7. “They  (the  city)  gave  us 
some  crap  about  zoning  laws, 
but  don’t  think  it  can’t  be 
done,”  Melanson  warns. 

The  local  neighborhood 
planning  association  has  al- 
ready objected  to  the  plan, 
saying  they  don’t  want  “the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  a thriving 
port  right  outside  our  front 
doors.” 

Others  in  the  Loyola  ad- 
ministration have  objected  to 
the  site  where  the  dredged 
waste  will  be  dumped.  “I 
don’t  think  it’s  a nice  thins 
con’t  on  pg.  4

“It  doesn’t  leave  much  time 
for  my  job,”  Workman  admit- 
ted, “but  they  never  let  me 
do  all  that  much  anyway.”

Yes,  one  of  the  most  talk- 
ed about  dining  spots  tjiis 
side  of  Towson  finally  gets 
what  it  had  coming  to  it. 
Loyola’s  famous  Greyhound 
restaurant  reviewers  followed 
their  noses  right  into  the  Stu- 
dent Center  one  day  only  to 
discover  the  culinary  delights 
inside  the  school’s  reknown- 
ed  cafeteria.  We  immediately 
recognized  that,  to  insure 
proper  organization  and  clean- 
liness, the  “Saga  Food”  ser- 
vice team  allows  each  custo- 
mer to  pick  up  his/her  own 
utensils  before  entering.  Trays 
are  provided  so  as  to  mark 
one’s  food  as  off-limits  to 
other  hungry  hands;  an  ih- 
geneous  “laissez-faire” 
approach  to  the  system. 

Upon  entering,  the  volume 
of  growling  stomachs  increased 
as  students  peeked  at  the 
various  food  displays. 

We  chose  a good  day  to 
dine  at  “Saga  Foods;”  le  chef 
de  maison  provided  a choice 
of  six  d:fferent  entrees  and 
vegetables  at  the  hot  food 
section.  These  were  offered 
along  with  the  regular  juicy 
steak  burgers,  tempting  cold- 
cut  sandwiches,  crispy  salads, 
and  tantalizing  desserts. 

Each  hot  entree  was 
covered  with  a thick  cheese 
crust-Gruyere  or  Romana,  rio 
doubt--so  as  to  insure  the 
element  of  surprise  charac- 
teristic of  most  fine  restau- 
rants; a definite  plus  for  the 


Saga  food  team. 

Hot  entrees  and  vegetables 
were  also  placed  under  warm 
red  bulbs,  no  doubt  to  fur- 
ther sanitize  the  aromatic 
morsels.  We  chose  the  tender 
meatloaf  with  cheese  crusted 
mashed  potatoes,  mixed  peas 
and  carrots  as  a vegetable. 

As  we  strode  past  the  hot 
sandwich  counter,  we  noticed 
the  conscientiousness  of  the 
cooks,  for  they  would  ask 
three  or  four  times  to  make 
sure  they  heard  the  order  cor- 
rectly. Impressive! 

To  go  with  the  meat-loaf 
and  potatoes  entree  we  chose 
a crispy  salad  and  dessert. 
The  desserts  featured  were 
fine  French  pastries,  aged,  we 
were  told,  to  achieve  a full 
flavor  bouquet.  Ingeneous! 

Our  delight  continued  as  we 
approached  the  salad-dressing 
counter.  What  a unique  place; 
does  their  talent  never  end? 
“Saga  Food’s”  team  even 
makes  homemade  dressings. 
The  container  marked  “Italian 
Dressing”  contained  a chunky 
green  mixture,  sure  to  please 
the  palate;  the  “mayonnaise” 
container  contained  an  oil  and 
vinegar  based  liquid  substance 
with  red  pepper  and  season- 
ings; an  interesting  try,  but 
not  quite  up  to  par  with  the 
mayonnaises  we  have  known 
and  tasted;  and  in  the 
“French  Dressing”  container 
we  found  a thick,  brownish, 
pasty  substance  with  a 
vaguely  familiar  aroma.  We

chose  this  “French  Dressing” 
to  top  off  our  tossed  salads 
with--if  they’re  brave  enough 
to  make  this  new  and  tan- 
talizing flavor,  we’re  brave 
enough  to  try  it! 

And  yet  another  measure 
for  sanitary  protection  is  im- 
plemented in  the  “Saga 
Food”  system.  On  one’s  way 
out,  drinks  may  be  picked  up 
neatly  and  efficiently  through 
separate  machines.  Dare  not 
take  a sip,  however,  or  you 
will  be  promptly  approached 
with  an  extra  charge  towards 
the  sanitary  funds. 

Our  unfamiliar  faces  were 
spotted  too  easily  by  the 
alert  cashiers,  so  when  she 
asked  “Cash?”  we  pulled  out 
our  American  Express  cards, 
held  them  up  and  smiled,  but 
she  didn’t.  No  fear;  we  like 
to  use  cash  the  first  time 
around  at  a fine  establishment 
such  as  this. 

Just  in  case  the  waitresses 
and  waiters  out  in  the  dining 
hall  neglected  to  place  them 
at  our  table,  the  cashier 
kindly  handed  us  each  one 
clean  napkin.  No  skimping 
here. 

We  found  the  meatloaf  to 
be  so  tender  that  it  fell  apart 
in  millions  of  little  pieces  as 
soon  as  we  began  to  slice; 
the  peas  and  carrots  were  so 
. . .fresh.  . .that  they  literally 
squished  on  our  forks  and 
melted  in  our  mouths;  the 
potatoes  were  of  a curiously 
thick  consistency,  due  we 
guessed  to  the  abundant 
amount  of  fine  Idahoan 
potatoes  used-real  rib  stickers! 
The  French  dressing  flavor 
was  a little  odd  for  our 
tastes,  and  caused  the  salad 
to  stick  together  in  a thick 
clump.  . .well,  we  were  a 
little  full  anyhow.  The  fifty - 
cent  soda  we  chose  was 
enough  for  just  one  quick 
sip-no  waste  here!

Andrews  plots  to 
presidential  power 


regain

George  Andrews,  ASLC 

resident  for  the  past  two 
years,  was  upset  that  his 
name  was  removed  from  the 
ballot  in  the  recent  student 
government  elections. 

“Just  because  I will  not  be 
here  next  year  does  not  mean 
(that  I will  not  be  able  to 
jcontinue  my  duties  as  your 
ASLC  president,”  Andrews 
said. 

“I  have  accomplished  a 
great  deal  during  my  unprece- 
dented two-year  tenure  here. 
Besides,  the  Leadership  Manu- 
al isn’t  finished  yet.  I have  so 
much  to  do.  I thought  Joe 
Jordan  (the  ASLC  Election 
Commissioner)  was  my 
friend.” 

Jordan  was  surprised  to  see 
Andrews’  name  on  the  ballot. 


“f  just  assumed  that  George 
knew  you  can’t  be  president 
after  you  graduate,”  Jordan 
explained. 

Andrews  said  that  he  want- 
ed to  be  president  of  the 
ASLC  for  just  ‘‘one  more 
year,  to  complete  my  work 
on  the  Leadership  Manual.” 

Andrews’  Leadership  Man- 
ual, in  fact,  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  much  controversy. 
Several  history  professors  have 
charged  that  Andrews’  Manual 
contains  allusions  to,  and  even 
direct  quotes  from,  Adolf  Hit- 
ler’s ‘‘Mein  Kampf”.  “The 
man’s  a Neo-Nazi,  plain  and 
simple,”  says  Dr.  Stephen 
Reges,  Chairman  of  the  His- 
tory Department. 

“He  (Andrews)  quotes  an 
entire  passage  from  “Mein 
Kampf”  at  one  point,”  Reges 
charges,  “except  that  every- 
where it  says  ‘Aryan’  he  sub- 


stitutes ‘Lebanese.’” 

“Nobody  will  ever 

be  able  to  manage  the  ASLC 
effectively  unless  he  has  un- 
limited, unquestionable  author- 
ity. I’m  only  trying  to  do 
what’s  best  for  the  ASLC.” 

The  other  week,  a security 
guard  caught  Andrews  doing 
what  he  thought  was  “best 
for  the  ASLC”-setting  fire  to 
the  Ahern  apartment  complex. 
“He  told  me  he  thought  it 
was  the  Reichstag,”  the  secur- 
ity guard  said. 

No  one  knows  what  An- 
drews’ next  move  to  regain 
power  in  the  ASLC  will  be, 
but  some  of  his  recent  state- 
ments have  frightened  and 
confused  many.  At  an  ASLC 
Administrative  Council  meeting 
last  week,  Andrews  stood  up 
and  screamed  “When  Hinden- 
burg  dies,  then  you’ll  all  be 
sorry!”

to  do  to  Hopkins,”  Dean 
McGuire  says,  “even  if  they 
won’t  sell  us  the  property.” 

While  no  one  at  Hopkins 
could  be  reached  for  com- 
ment, Loyola  administrators 
speculate  that  Hopkins  author- 
ities will  not  be  pleased  when 
an  estimated  74  million  tons 
of  waste  material  is  dumped 
on  their  property  adjacent  to 
Loyola. 

Dean  McGuire  has  raised 
other  objections.  “With  a lake 
on  campus,  the  students  will 
demand  a ferry  service  to 

cross  it.  Then  we’ll  have  to 

issue  stickers  for  out-of-town 
students  who  will  want  to 

boat  to  school  every  day,  or 


YACHT  FOR  POND 
who  will  want  to  maintain 
private  vessels  in  the  campus 
port.  “We’ll  have  to  create  a 
whole  new  administrative 
department,”  McGuire  con- 
tends. 

No  one  is  saying,  by  the 
way,  where  the  money  for 
Lake  Sellinger  is  coming  from, 
but  very  little  has  been  done 
to  promote  the  construction 
of  the  $5  million  addition  to 
the  student  center.  Inside 
sources  say  that  Fr.  Sellinger 
has  secretly  diverted  those 
funds  towards  the  construc- 
tion of  the  lake  that  will 
bear  his  name. 

When  questioned  about  this, 
Fr.  Sellinger  only  says, 
“Frank  always  got  the  new 
toys-now  see  who’s  going  to 
be  first  to  get  his  own  lake.”

Dean  Smith  to  coach  Greyhounds 


who  was  named  head  man  at  Loyola  in  a surprise  move  yesterday. 
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Just  three  days  after  his 
North  Carolina  Tar  Heels  cap- 
tured their  first  NCAA  title, 
coach  Dean  Smith  shocked 
the  basketball  world  when  he 
announced  yesterday  that  he 
would  accept  the  head  coach- 
ing position  at  Loyola  Col- 
lege. 

The  surprise  announcement 
was  made  at  a press  confer- 
ence in  Baltimore.  It  was  also 
announced  that  freshman 
guard  Michael  Jordan,  who  hit 
the  winning  basket  in  Caro- 
lina’s 63-62  win  over  George- 
town Monday  night,  would 
transfer  to  Loyola. 

Smith  said  that  he  decided 
to  accept  the  offer  made  by 
Loyola  athletic  director  Tom 
O’Connor  shortly  after  the 
Tar  Heel  victory.  “You  know, 
I had  won  everything  there 
was  to  win  except  the 
national  championship,”  said 
Smith.  “After  we  won  Mon- 
day night  I began  to  think, 

what’s  left  for  me  to  ac- 
complish?’ So  I f igured  I’d 
start  all  over  again.” 

“Obviously,  we’re  delighted 
to  get  a man  of  Dean’s  cali- 
ber for  our  program,”  said 
O’Connor.  “The  man  is  practi- 
cally a legend.  Luckily,  we 
were  able  to  sign  him  before 
he  saw  our  gym.” 

Smith  did  get  to  see  the 
gym— after  the  agreement  was 
made.  “It’s. ..well,  it’s 
... quaint, ”he  said.  “It’s  a nice 
little  bam,  uh,  gym.  It  must 
be  even  nicer  when  it  has 
seats.” 

Loyola’s  Jesuit  affiliation 
also  influenced  Smith  to  leave 
North  Carolina  after  21  years. 
“I  figured  if  [ coach]  John 
Thompson  could  do  it  at 
Georgetown,  why  couldn’t  I 
do  it  at  another  Jesuit 
school?  Besides,  Schlitz  really 
is  my  favorite  brand  of  beer.” 

Smith  replaces  Bill  Burke, 
who  compiled  an  11-16 
record  in  his  only  year  at  the 
helm  for  the  Greyhounds. 


Burke  was  not  available  for 
comment,  but  he  was  seen 
being  led  out  of  O’Connor’s 
office  kicking  and  screaming, 
“I  can  so  coach  better  than 
he  can!  At  least  I don’t  use 
the  damn  four  comers!” 

“Bill  took  it  very  well,” 
said  O’Connor.  “He  realized 
the  situation  and  bowed  out 
gracefully.” 

Jordan  freely  admitted  taht 
he  transferred  because  of 
Smith.  “I’ll  follow  coach 
Smith  wherever  he  goes,”  said 
Jordan.  “It  doesn’t  matter 
where.  I haven’t  seen  Loy- 
ola’s campus  yet.  I don’  t 
even  know  where  the  school 
is.  But  it  must  be  good  if 
coach  Smith  thinks  so.  Where 
is  the  place  anyway?” 

As  expected,  Loyola  players 
were  ecstatic  after  hearing  the 
news.  “Dean  Smith  is  a great 
coach,”  said  guard  Maurice 
Hicks,  “and  I can’t  wait  to 
start  practice  with  Jordan  in 
the  backcourt.” 

F r eshman  forward  Bob 
Selby  said,  “I  predict  we’ll  be 
in  the  final  four  in  two 
years.  I guarantee  it.” 

Students  also  seemed  gen- 
erally pleased  with  Smith’s 
appointment.  “Dean  Smith? 
That’s  great!”  said  junior  Tom 
Porter.  “That’s  like  Earl 
Weaver  coming  here  to  man- 
age our  baseball  team— if  we 
had  a baseball  team,  that  is.” 

To  some  students  however, 
the  name  of  Dean  Smitn 
meant  little  or  nothing.  “Dean 
Smith?”  said  junior  Kenny 
Long.  “Who  the  hell  is  that, 
the  guy  that’s  gonna  replace 
Dean  McGuire?” 

Smith’s  appointment  was 
not  cause  for  celebration 
among  the  Jesuits  at  the 
school.
